Thwloyicnl Seminary,—As early an tli 


year 1820, the subject of a theologica 
seminary was agitated, and a number o 
ministers in Maryland and Virginia ha 
taken up collections for this purpose atth 
monthly associations which had been 
formed by them. But nothing fnrtbe 
was accomplished till the general synoi 
determined to establish such an institu 
tion, and elected the Rev. S. S. Schmnck 
er, then pastor of the Lutheran church in 
New Market, Va., as the first profeeeor 
In 1S25 the Theological Seminary com 
menced operations in Gettysburg, with Dr 
Schmucker at its head, having but few 
students aud no funds. By the effort o 
the pastor elect and other ministers, au> 
especially the self-denying labors of the 
-Rev. Benjamin Kurtz, who visited Ger 
many, the .Seminary was established on a 
firm basis, and has already proven of in- 
calculable benefit to our branch of the 
church. In 1830 Eev. E. L. Hazelius, D. 
D., was elected to fill the second professor- 
ship. 
In 1831 the corner-stone oi the 


Seminary building was laid, with religious 
services, and the edifice was put under

got the best of me, sir. 


"I told him who I was and what I had 


been doing in Xew York, and he didn't 
make any boiies in talking to me. Said

"I tell you, John, it knocked me all In 


a heap. I thought my father had enough 
to live upon comfortably. Then a notion 
struck me. 1! jfore going home 1 tele- 
graphed to Chicago to one of our corres- 
pondents there to send me $1,000 by firat 
mail. Then I went into Mr. Collins' 
back oilice, got my trunk in there, and 
put on an old hand-me down suit that 1 
USB for fishing and hunting.

"I didn't say a word, but I went out 


to the barn, bedded down the horse, 
broke up an armful of old shingles, pump- 
ed upa pail of water, ailed the wood-box, 
and then we all went to bed. 


"Father called me at 4.30 in the morn- 


ing, aud while he was getting a cup of 
coffee I skippad over to the depot cross- 
lots and got my best brass rod. Father 
took nothing but a trolling line and a 
spoon hook. He rowed the boat with 
the trolling line in his mouth, while 1 
stood in the sberu with a silver shiner 
rigged on. Now, John, I never saw a 
man catch flsh as he did. To make a 
long atory short, he caught four bass and 
live pickerel, and I never got a bite. 


"At noon we went ashore and father 


weut home, while I went to the post- 
office. I got a letter from Chicago with 
a check for $1,000 in it. With some 
trouble I got it cashed, getting paid in 
$5 and $10 bills, making quite a roll. 1 
then got a roast joint of beef and a lot of 
delicacies, and had them sent home 
After that I went visiting among my old 
schoolmates for two hours and went 
home. 
The joint was iu the oven. 


Mother had put on her only silk dress 
and father had donned his Sunday go-to- 


roof, and the next year fitted for the re- 
ception of students. 


The Seminary edifice, of which a view 


is hero given, is situated about one-fourth 
of tt mile from Gettysburg, and is a four- 
story brick building, one hundred feet by 
forty. A number of rooms are furnished 
by congregations and benevolent indivi- 
duals. At a abort distance on each side 
of the Seminary are the dwellings of the 
professors, likewise of brick,

The new College edifice is a chaste spec 


men ot the Doric order. It is 150 feet i 
length, and contains 75 apartments, 54 c 
which are designed for the lodging of stu 
dunts ; the others are a college hall, libra 
ryand lyceum, two rooms for literary so 
cieties, four recitation rooms, refectory 
and apartments for the steward and hi 
family. The trustees intend to erect an 
other building for the use of the prepara 
tory department. 


The College had its origin in the want 


of the German portion of the community 
and especially of the Theological Semi 
nary. Some of the applicants for admia 
sion to that institution being found defi 
cient in classical attainments, the board 
in May, 1827, resolved to establish a pre 
paratory department. 


The Rev. D. Jacobs commenced thi 


preparatory school ia June, 1827, and hi 
brother in 1829 assisted him in the math 
ematical department. It aoon after tool 
the name of the Gettysburg Gymnasium 
under the direction ot an association o 
stockholders. Rev. Mr. Jacobs died in 
Nov. 1830, and was succeeded in 1831 bj 
Hev. H. L. Baugher, A. M. As the nurn 
ber of students had increased, and the 
prospect of usefulness, especially to the 
German community, was very flattering 
Prof. Schmucker, after consultation with 
his brethren, invited the citizens of Get 
tysburg to co-operate in the establish men 
of a respectable college, to take the place 
of the Gymnaaiutn. A charter was pro- 
cured from the legislature, and the insti- 
tution was organized under the title of 
Pennsylvania College, in July, 1832, auc 
weut into operation in the following Octo- 
ber.

Hazelins temporarily officiated aa profes- 
sors, until, in Oct. 1834, Rev. C. P. Krauth, 
D. D., was inducted into office as presi- 
dent.

tilled the string attached to the safety- 


valve, in order to let off a portion of his 
gas. This valve is so constructed that 
when the rope attached to it i? pulled, the 
valve opens to the interior, and again 
closes by the force of the gas when the 
rope in let go. 


"Unfortunately, however, the inexppr- 


ienced .'rronatit pulled too violently at the 
valve-rope, tore it completely off its hinges, 
and brought it down into the car! When 
this occurred he was more than a mile 
high, and ho immediately and with fearful 
rapidity descended, or rather /•-// to the 
earth ' When the valve-door came off, the 
gas of course escaped rapidly; but the bal- 
loon caught sufficient air to form a para- 
chute, by which the fall was moderated ;

killed him at Gettysburg. 


For more than thirty years Mr. Simeon 


Theus, of Savannah, has beeu telling a 
story of how be came to kill the only 
Federal who fell in battle from a wound 
inflicted by hia hand. And after all 
these ypars that a,ime Federal is coming 
to Savannah to be the guest of Mr. 
Theus. 


There ia a world of interest in 


story, which tell of Mr. Theua accident- 
ally ascertaining that his dead soldier is 
a real live business man, fully abreast 
of the times, and doing a thiiving com- 
mission business in that city. They are 
now fast friends, and the Yankee is un- 
der grateful obligations to tlie Confeder- 
ate for shooting him down on the Held 
that second day at Gettysburg. The 
reason of hia gratitude ia because the 
next day's lighting was of such a lierce 
aud furious nature as to cause nearly all 
of his command and every ollicer asso- 
ciated with the command to be swept 
to death by the battle. 


"It was this way," said Mr. Theua to

"Battery B had been given the com-

The four left guns were 
rushed up the mountain side through a 
gap in a stone wall, placed quickly 'in 
battery,' a-id opened flre on our advanc- 
ing line, the officer in command at inter- 
vals riding down iu front of the battery, 
apparently trying to stop the mfa-jtry, 
who had been broken up in the charge 
aud who were streaming through their 
guns. Failing in this, he took his posi- 
tion on the left of the guns and con- 
tinued the filing upon our advancing line. 
The storm of the iMttle crew thicker in 
those parts, but Wright'a biigade, real- 
zing that they were alone, and therefore 
in desperate etiaighta, pushed forward 
with determined onslaught, and in a few 
moments the remaining guns had been 
captured. 


"Ollicer T. Fred Browu, mounted on a 


large roan horse, full of action, with a 
pistol in hia hand, was all the while urg- 
ing the light on the Federals' side, aud 
one of our men said to me: 'Kill thai 
oian with your next shot.' 1 waa armed 
with an Enliel'i rule, 50 calibre. I lev- 
elled down on the ollicer and shot him in 
the neck. He fell from his roan horse, 
and I was asaured of having him. Ever 
since the war 1 have beeu telling the 
story, and saying that, this was the onl> 
Yankee I waa aure of having killed dur- 
ing the war. 


"Not long ago I wrote to the Provi- 


dence, H. I , Journal, asking for a list ol 
the living officers of thia b ittery, design- 
ing to establish the position of our brig 
ide exactly aa held in that struggle. 1 
did not have the slightest idea of ascer- 
taining the name oi the o/Hcer I had be- 
lieved to have beeu killed by the ball 
from my rilie that day. Thia was uot in 
my mind at all. But aucb invesligation 
has led to the discovery that my man 
was not killed at all, but that he ia on 
the contrary very much alive, an excel- 
lent gentleman, and a prosperous busi- 
ness man in Cincinnati." 


Col. T. Fred Brown, who was shot 


down by Mr. Theus that day on the bat- 
tlefield, in reply to the first letter of Mr. 
Theua said, among other things, without 
knowing that he was writing to the man 
who had shot him: I had the honor to 
be the Lieutenant commanding Brown's 
Batte.y B, First Rhode Island Artillery, 
at the Battle of Gettysburg. Every in- 
cident of the charge of Gen. Wright's- 
brigade toward the close of the after- 
noon of tiie 2 i of July stands out in mj 
meuioiy as though it were yesterday. 
That in, up to the time I waa left foi 
derf on the field,shot thrcuth the neck 
and falling headlong from a laige buck- 
akin horse and left lying insensible. I 
was trying to withdraw my battery be- 
hind the stone wall aud place it in line 
of the troops there. My battery had 
been left out in front of the lines to our 
left to help Gen. Sickles. 


"I arn pleaaed enough to hear from 


one of those gallant gentlemen in gra\ 
whose line loomed up before me so grim- 
ly in the fading daylight marching on re- 
morselessly until oblivion came."

The following, relating to the wheat 


situation, is an extract from the com- 
plete monthly report of Mr John Hyde, 
the statistician of the U. S. Agricultural 
Department: 


High prices for wheat have for several 


weeks past been bringing out supplies 
quits freely, and increased supplies have, 
in turn, reacted upon prices, causing 
some decline from the highest figuiea 
of August. The goner.il tenor of the 
information gleaned from all available 
sources is not, however, of a character 
to warrant, from the producer's point of 
view, any material cheapening of wheat 
until another season is in sight with a 
prospect of ampler stocks. 


With an annual average European 


product of over 1,425,000,000 bushels 
during the six years from 1S91 to IS'Jfi, 
inclusive, we exported an average of 
100,373,872 bushels a year. 


This year the European crop, accord- 


ing to lirnomluM's Corn Trade JVeics, 
will, in round numbers, amount to 1,- 
328,000,000 Winchester bushels, or 99,- 
000 000 bushels leas than the average of 
the six years in question. If we make 


the the compaiison with the figures given by 


Ueerbohm for 1SH7, the deliciency in the 
European crop ia still greater, the figures 
in millions oC bushels being : Average 
for IS'Jl-SG, 1128; crop of 1397, 1315 
Difference, 113. 


DEFICiUNCV IN" EL'ltOI'EiVN UCUXTRIES. 


That is, according to Beerboum's esti- 


mate of tins year's c-rop, there is a defi- 
ciency of 113000,000 bushels in Euro- 
pean counlnes as compared with their 
average product for the six yeara, 1S91- 
18%—an average which includes the ex- 
ceptionally small crop of IS91. To make 
up this deficiency little help is to be ex- 
pected from India, Argentina or Aus- 
iralasu fur months to come, and, in so 
far aa Europe will have to import a 
larger quantity than usual she will have 
to draw it mainly from North America, 
and e?pucially from the United States, 
the Canadian contribution being rela- 
tively small. Olll;ial returns far On- 
tario aud Manitoba give for these two 
provinces an aggregate of 51,042203 
bushels.

lu Central Pennsylvania. 


The crop season of 1897 in central 


Pennsylvania may be regarded as a good 
one, says the Country Oent'aiian. With 
xood crops already in store, and with tbe 
recent advance tu prices of most of the 
products of the farm, a feeling of en 
couragement is beginning to prevail gen 
trally among the tillers of the aoil. 
"Fruitful seasons coming at the same 
time that there are advances in the price 
of products, are certainly encouraging 
and those who may have abandoned the 
farm during the times that were not en- 
couraging, may yet wish they had re- 
mained on the farm. Not many farmers 
that I have heard of have left their farms 
through here, and generally speaking, not 
much complaint was heard, although the 
prices received for some products were 
realty below theactualcost of production, 
and now we hope that.foraseasonatleast, 
this stale of affairs may be reversed, and 
that the iartnera may receive compensa- 
tion above the cost of prodaction. 


During the crop season now nearly 


past, about enough rain has fallen to in 
sure good crops, while last season there 
was aa excessive rainfall, and the season 
before a deficiency. 
Good crops of 


wheat and hay have been secured, and a 
fairly good crop of oats, and the pros- 
pects now for a good corn crop are favor- 
able, should frost not come too soon. 
Torn is not forward as most seasons at 
the present time; hence runcu depends 
on frosts, whether early or late. 


The potato crop is below the average, 


but the price received is better than for 
two years past, the price now ranging 
GOc. to 70c. per bushel. 


As to the crop of clover 8eed, nearly 


every farmer probably will have some for 
his own use and many will have some to 
sell. There has been no seed hulled yet, 
aa we are now in the midst of gathering 
the crop, hut on examination it seems 
well filled. 


About all the plowing for wheat has 


already been done, and as theie has been 
no good soaking rain since Aug. 10 (only 
a couple of surface showers), the ground 
is now getting very dry for proper prep- 
aration cf the seed bed for wheat, and 
v»-ry probably no seeding will be done 
until we receive a good rain. Of course 
it ia now a little early, most farmers try- 
ing to sow, providing the ground can be 
gotten in proper condition, from about 
the loth to 20th of September; and even 
latw sometimes insures a good crop, 
which is in less danger of an attack by 
the weevil. 


Peuches are a good crop, but are not 


raist'd as extensively as in some othei 
paits, farmers only having a small lot of 
trees for their own use, and some hardh 
that. Apples K!SO are more plentiful 
tliau was expected earlier in the seabon. 
Thusi? orchards which bore so well last 
var are not so full now and the apples 
art1 generally more or less of inferior 
ilimiity. Drapes are very full.

Beasts, Birds and Pisli. 


Last year 14,094,018 head of cattle were 


delivered at the Chicago stock yarda. 


Devons were first imported into this 


country in 1817, for Caton & Patterson, 
of Baltimore, Md. 


In Spain the goat is the domestic sub- 


stitute for the cow, that country having 
4,530,000 goatB. 


Tn Holland the average product for 


cows is eighty pounds of butter and 180 
pounds of cheese per annum. 


The Jersey cattle were imported into 


this country in considerable numbers 
early in the present century. 


It is believed that butter was flrst used 


by the Arabs, who made it from the 
milk of the. goat or sheep. 


The most evident differences between 


human milk and cow's milk are that hu- 
man milk ia sweeter; it contains less 
butter and casein, and the casein forms 
in much smaller clots and is more quick- 
ly dissolved. 


It is srven and a-half years since the 


Kaiser came to the throne, and in that 
time he has killed, according to the offi- 
cial statistics, 25,372 head of game.

An apparatus for destroying vermin

Big Anarchists Coming. 


ItOiLttte niiohel'i* Scheme to Stir Up Strife 


AuiODg Workmen. 


Louise Michel, the notorious anarchist, 


is coming to the United States \n Octo- 
ber, it is stated. She will be accompani- 
ed by prominent English anarchists, and 
they will undertake a speech-making 
tour in America for the purpose of ad- 
vuncinir 
the 
Anarchist 
propaganda. 


Mile, Michel believes that the prevailing 
labor troubles make the present time 
advantageous for spreading Anarchistic 
doctrines. 
Meantime, a fort-night's si- 


miliar campaign in Belgium will be 
closely watched by the European police. 


The State Department at Washing- 


ton, D. C., has instructed all the Minis- 
ters and Consuls of the United States to 
promptly notify the home Government 
of the departure of Anarchists for the 
United States. It is understood that 
the authorities at Washington, through 
their representatives abroad, are in com- 
munication with the European police, 
and are co-operating the European anti- j 
Anarchist movement, which was iuspir- i 
ed by the assassination of the Premier of 
Spain, Senor Canovas del Castillo, by , 
Angiolollo, the Italian anarchist. 
{ 


The United States Government, there- 


fore, will be notified of the departure of 
Louise Michel, and doubts are expressed 
here aa to whether she will be allowed to 
land. 
; 


It is reported from Tampico that Cap- 


tain Burleigh, of the Ward Linesteamcir 
Washington, refused to receive as a pas- 
senger Jose Ventre, tbe young French- 
man banished from this country as an 
Anarchist. The Captsin said that if he 
was an unfit person to be allowed to re- 
main in Mexico he was unfit to be 
taken to any other country. It is prob- 
able that Ventre will have to go to the 
United States by rail. 


Respecting the Government authority 


to exercise the power of exclusion in the 
case of Anarchists, the State Depart- 
ment officers are not clear, but leave 
this aspect of the case to the Treasury 
officials. Some Anarchists are en route 
to the United States, and it is expected 
that a test case will arine through an ap- 
plication for a writ of habeas corpus to 
secure the release of some alleged Anar- 
chist who may be turned back. 


Secretary Gage declined to state what 


action, if any, would be taken by the 
Government to prevent tbe landing of 
Louise Michel. Mr. Powderly is strong 
ly opposed to allowing foreign Anar- 
chists and other general disturbers of the 
peace to land, and he will take all proper 
means to prevent Louise Michel aud 
others of her class from preaching her 
incendiary doctrines in the United States.
